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HITCHCOCK'S CLAIM. 


New York. Oct. ai.—Frank 


H. Hitchcock, chairman of the 
Republican national committee, 
has made public his forecast 
on next Tuesday's election. He 
claims .123 electoral 
votes for 


Taft. and includes in the Taft 
column the states of Ohio. New 
York. Indiana. Marjland. Mon- 
tana and Nebraska. 
Mr. Hitch- 


cock places Kentucky and Mis- 
souri in the doubtful column. 


Buffalo. N. Y.. Oct. :,'!.—Before 


immense audiences here William 
Taft rained sledgehammer blows 
ihc Gompors-Bryan labor legislation 
plans, giving 
the 
names of many 


labor leaders high in the councils of 
the American Federation of Labor 
who. he said, were leaving Mr. Gom- 
•pers. 


"The attempt of Mr. Gompers." he 


declared with great emphasis, "to de- 
liver the labor vote of this country, 
is as audacious an act of political ef- 
frontery as has ever occurred in the 
history of politics. 
It is most reas- 


suring to note that the men associat- 
ed with Mr. Gompers in me execu- 
tive 
council of the Federation of 


Labor are falling away from him in 
this effort of his to make the Feder- 
ation of Labor a political factor. 


"The 
men who decline to follow 


him are John Mitchell. James Dun- 
can, first vice president of the Amer- 
ican 
Federation 
of Labor; Daniel 


Keefe, the head of the 
longshore- 


men's union: W. D. Ryan, secretary 
and treasurer of the United Mine 
.Workers; A. L. Faulkner, president 
of 
the 
"Window-glass Workers 
of 


America: Claude Worth, 
secretary- 


treasurer of tho International Dredge 
Workers: 
Charles McCarthy, presi- 


dent Tug Firemen 
and 
Linemen's- 


association: W. E. Fuller, 
elevator 


employes; T. J. Dolan. international 
secretary Steam Shovel and Dredge- 
men, and many others high in the 
councils of labor organizations. 
It is 


a "struggle for political existence on 
the part of Mr. Gompers. and he is 
willing to resort to every extreme 
method possible to secure success." 


After asserting that the protective 


system was decidedly the most im- 
portant consideration for the Ameri- 
can workmen, Mr. Taft added: "Mr. 
Gompers. however, has so committed 
himself 
on one subject with refer- 


ence to labor that he is willing to 
sacrifice 
every other 
consideration, 


however important and material to 
the welfare of the wage-earners. He 
is willing to have a return 
of the 


conditions that existed 
in 1896. so 


eloquently described by him at that 
time, if only he can secure what he 
regards as proper legislation concern- 
ing injunctions. He proposes to abol- 
ish injunctions in industrial disputes 
where the injunction is issued to pro- 
tect the business of a person whose 
"business is injured by the 
lawless 


acts of workingmen. and this by stat- 
ute. He also proposes to legalize the 
secondary 
boycott, 
although 
many 


trades 
unions 
have distinctly 
re- 


nounced the use of the 
secondary 


boycott as au instrumentality in in- 
dusliinl disputes which is tin-republi- 
can. un-American, and which is cer- 
tain to react upon the users as a 
boomerang with disastrous effect." 


After expressing the belief that the 


legislation which Mr. Gompers pro- 
posed 
would 
be 
unconstitutional. 


Judge Taft concluded: "The charge 
that I ever sentenced a man without 
a full heaving or made an order af- 
fect itig bis wages without a full hear- 
ing 
is 
altogether 
unfounded 
and 


false, and it is one of those slanders 
circulated at tho end of the campaign 
for 
the 
purpose of awakening the 


prejudices of ignorant and uninform- 
ed persons. 


"I wish here to say that no matter 


•what labor may do under the per- 
nicious influence of Samuel Gompers 
and those associated with him In this 
campaign, if I am successful the po- 
litical position of labor organizations 
will not deter me in the slightest 
from doin,"x what I can to aid proper 
labor legislation in the future, and 
Trill not in any way diminish my con- 
stant 
interest in the securing 
to 


those who earn their livelihood by 
the sweat of, their brow as near an 
pqual opportunity toi progress 
to- 


ward better things a/ human society 
can afford them. I am confident that 
many of the wase-evitiinig class wil! 
support

I am sure that they are able to deter- 
mine their real interests and wil. not 
he led astray by the fustian and bun-

BRYAN'S ATTACK ON 
THE 


TREASURY 


,; In fumbHng around in the dark for 
some issue upon which to gain a voU- 
or two Mr. Bryan has indulged in 
some criticisms of the Republican ad- 
ministration of the treasury. 
He en- 


deavors to make out that there has 
been extravagance and that there was 
a genuine deficit iu the receipts of hist 
year as compared with tite expendi- 
tures. As usual, he bases his staie- 
incuts upon fragmentary and insutB- 
clent information. It Is true that one 
of the forms issued by the treasury 
did indicate an apparent deficit in the 
receipts of the fiscal year lOoS. Cus- 
toms and internal revenue both shrunk 
heavily as the result of the retarded 
importation of luxuries and the dimin- 
ished consumption of liquors and to- 
bacco last rear. 
'The form of statement which indi- 


cated a deficit, however, was grossly 
misleading on both sides of the ac- 
count. It failed to include on the side 
of receipts the sum of about $40,000.- 
000 received for securities sold during 
the panic. It might very pro;>erly be 
said that receipts from the sale of se- 
curities should not be included In or- 
dinary receipts, but if this rule were 
accepted then its corollary is true- 
that expenditures for which bonds 
were issued should not be included 
under the head of ordinary mainte- 
nance expenses of the government. 
Secretary Cortelyoti had a careful 
statement on this subject 
prepared 


soon after the close of the fiscal year. 
It showed that during the year ending 
June 30 last expenditures for pcruia 
uent public works were about §31.000. 
000. Of this amount the Panama ca- 
nal absorbed $30.000.000, river and har- 
bor Improvements $28.000.000. fortifi- 
cations .$7,250,000 and public buildings 
under the treasury department .$9,300.- 
000. 
Obviously the expenditures for 


the canal, to say nothing of other 
items, should not have been charged 
off against ordinary receipts 
whet-, 


bonds had been Issued to pay for tho 
canal construction. 
It was in the na 


ture of a permanent improvement for 
which every other government, every 
corporation and every private line 
with a competent bookkeeper makes 
a separate classification, apart from 
running expenses. Under an antiquat- 
ed" system of bookkeeping all these 
disbursements were charged to then* 
respective departments, and the re 
ceipts were not even credited with the 
proceeds of bonds which had been ac- 
tually sold. 
.The'reason is obvious why, expendi- 
tures for permanent 
improvements 


should be separately 
classified and 


should'be met by the sale of securi- 
ties.- The money thus expended does 
not disappear within the year, like that 
paid for salaries and the maintenance 
of existing works, but its results re- 
main in permanent' form, conferring 
benefits on coming generations. 
Iu 


nearly every European budget a sharp 
distinction Js drawn between ordinary 
and extraordinary expenditures. The 
latter include practically all permanent 
improvements and are provided for by 
bond issues. In Great Britain there are 
enterprises which involve only a small 
expenditure each year, but which are 
covered by the issue of a small block 
of securities and the keeping of entire- 
ly separate accounts.
